~ Hymns We Sing at Easter. 
Sacred Songs Associated With Good Friday. 


THERE oan be no doubt thet not only mang 
of the greatest of Rnglish hymns, but the 
‘most interesting by virtue of the eiroumstances 
under which they’ wero written, are associnted 
with Good Friday. ‘To mention two only at 
neo confirms thie—* Rock of Ages" and 
When T Survey: the Wonudroas Cross 
‘The first is the most popular hymn ia the 
Jangnage, and thousands of people, during the 
150 years whiok have passed singe it was first 
pobiisbed, have stood for a few moments 
between the two massive pillars of limestone in 
Burrington Coornhe, a rocky dete in the heart 
Of the Meridip range, where the Ree, Augustus 
‘Montague ‘Toplady, then curute-in-chargo of 
the nearky: parish of Blagdon, is said to hare 
taken shelter during a heavy thunderstorm, 
and at least to have conceived there the leading 
idea of his great hymn. Tt was this hymn which 
the Prince Consort, our King’s grandfather, 
asked to be sang to him a fow hours before his 
death, and it shaced with Newman's "Praise to 
the Holiest in tho Height” the fist place in the 
esteem and reverence of the great Victorian 
statesman, William Ewart Gladstone. 


Saved By a Friend,

Nearly a Tragedy, 

Tt in remarkable fact Unt only ono 
hymn in the Methodist collection, originally 
formed by John and Charles Wesley, was 
written by their father, Samuel Wesley, senior, 
Tt is a Good Friday hymn, " Behold the Saviour 
of Mankind,” snd in connection with it a good 
story is tok The reverend gentleman was all 
Jie life the victim of privation and poverty. and 
lis wonderful wile—one of the great women of 
the world—presented him with nineteen children, 
which accounts for the fact that, on the night this 
hymn was written, February 9th, 1700, there were 
sleeping in ane room of Epworth Rectory, John 
Wesley, aged five, hia three sisters, the ‘baby, 
fand the nurse, a muober which would probably 
to.day be ealledl * ovor-crowding” 

‘That night the rectory eaught fire and was 
uitterly destroyed, The hurse snatched up the 
baby, called to the other children, and ted. 
All seem to have obeyed exept John, who was 
fast asleep, and only’ awoke to find hie escapo 

the ordinary ways cnt off. He appeared at 
the window, and his father made two attempts 
to reach hia by the stairs, However, as there 


wns cvidently no time to fete m Jadder. a 
Iman one was improvised by one man standing 
fon the shoulders of another, aad in this yay 
“ttle John” was. rescued. “Let the ho 
go," said Samual Wesley, as bo saw all his

tundse Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dnd, 
Duried™ produced the most famous of

Inspired By a Picture, 

A young giel named Frances Ridley Havergal 
‘was staying with friends, and on January Mtb, 
1858, sho came into the house feeling very tired, 
fand ‘sat down wearily in a chair opponite a 
picture of the Crucifixion which bore the words, 
“1 did thin for thee; what hast thoo dono for 
‘Mo1" The giet picked up a picce of paper, and 
wrote:

Writing about, L soribbled it in pencil on tho 

ick of a circular ina few minutes, and then 
read it over, and thought: *Well, this is not 
poetry. I will not go to the trouble of eapying 
it. Txtretched ont my hand to put it on the 
fire, but-a sudden imptlse made me denw back, 
and I put it, erumpled and singed, into my 
pocket. Soom-after, 1 went out to sep an. old 
Woman in an almsbouse, I thought 1 would seo 
if this sismple ald woman would care for these 
‘verses, eo I road thom to her, and she was so 
Aclightod with them that, when I went back I 
copied them aut and kept them, and now the 
hymn is more widely known than any.
